Each time we 
repair a vessel which has contained 
cashew nuts from the East we have 
disabling injuries resulting from 
dermatitis caused by the nutshell oil. 

. The shells in which the nuts 
grow are ground and crushed in 
order to obtain cashew nut shell oil 
or liquid, widely used for the manu- 
facture of varnishes and other com- 
modities. 

The oil or liquid obtained is very 
similar to poison oak and poison ivy. 
It causes serious dermatitis ... In 
fact more serious than that from 
poison oak or poison ivy. 

Perhaps you have the answer to 
the problem. If so I shall appreciate 
your comments and recommenda- 
tions.

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Dr. William Menninger, famed psychiatrist, in a recent talk, pleaded with 
industry not only to provide first aid stations for physical ills, but also te provide 
same service for emotional problems. He pointed out that 70% of people who are dis- 
missed are fired because of social incompetence. Most of them could be helped if in- 
dustry had the patience and willingness to do so. 


Trend in the industrial hearing loss problem, as shown by the recent Wis- 
consin Supreme Court Wojcik case (OH Dec. ’53) seems to point to eventual inclusion 
of hearing loss as compensable in all states. It’s already compensable in many. Indus- 
try can get ready in three ways: 1) acoustically treating machines and noisy operations 
above 90-95 decibels, 2) conduct research to get yardstick of measuring permanent deafness— 
how much is significantly harmful, age caused, attributable to latest employer, 3) 
test workers in injuriously noisy operations before hiring, retest them periodically. 

e American Academy of Opthalmology and Otolaryngology strongly advises the 
last step. It will discover workers susceptible to injury by noise before serious degree of deaf- 
ness develops. 

e Dr. H. C. Hardy, acoustics expert, Armour Research Foundation, Chicago, 
states the danger zone from industrial noise exists when a workman must shout into 
neighbor’s ear to converse. 


The Timken Roller Bearing Co. has made an all-out effort to help cur- 
tail heavy weekend traffic accident rate. Stopped are all ‘nbound and outbound truck de- 
liveries between its various plants, to customers, from suppliers. Time covered, between Friday 
and midnight Sunday. Only exceptions made are in extreme emergencies where custom- 
ers production schedules would be seriously hurt. Trucking company and customer 
cooperation has been excellent. Production schedules and order flow have gone on 
smoothly. 


Since 1947 every employee and every visitor at the GM Oldsmobile plant 
has worn safety glasses at all times in all areas. During the past five years only two 
serious eye injuries have occurred. In both cases employees had violated instructions, re- 
moved their goggles. 


The National Sanitary Supply Association, through its Institute of Sanita- 
tion and Modern Cleaning Methods, has recently announced to its members a corres- 
pondence course covering various phases of sanitation and correct cleaning procedures. 


Private pension plans are on the rise according to the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
The bureau approved 3,780 pension and profit-sharing plans in the year ending last 
June. Figure for the previous year was 2,493. Estimates indicate more than 10 mil- 
lion. workers are now covered. 


Increasing costs of workmen’s compensation in Massachusetts may prevent construc- 
tion of a steel mill in the state, an employer spokesman warned at a recent hearing con- 
ducted by a special state legislative study commission. 

e A labor spokesman at the hearing urged substantial increases in the benefits. 
He contended “the greatest factor for safety would be high rates,” that increasing rates 
would mean greater use of safety engineers.

SOMETIMES WARS BRING RESULTS THAT REDUCE SUFFERING 
and help cure injuries. It seems like a strange birth- 
place for such ideas but its happened lots of times. Two 
of these gains came from battle casualty experiences in 
World War II and the Korean action. They’ve caused 
the Red Cross to request the committee of the surgery 
division of medical science, the National Research Coun- 
cil, to issue completely new recommendations on 1) use 
of tourniquets, 2) what to do for injuries caused by 
frostbite. 

Before the Red Cross experts revised the procedures 
for tourniquet application, first aiders were instructed 
to release tourniquets at regular intervals. That’s all 
changed now, by a recently issued supplement to the 
Red Cross Manual. 

Experts reasoned although some limbs might be lost 
from gangrene developing after long periods of times, 
some lives would be lost because tourniquet release at 
intervals wasted enough bloed to cause death. The in- 
jured person to whose limb a tourniquet has been 
applied has probably already lost a lot of blood. Addi- 
tional loss of even a little—insignificant in a healthy 
person—could be fatal. 


It is safe to leave a tourniquet undisturbed for several 
hours without risk of gangrene, according to evidence 
they found. In cold weather the time can be further 
extended without undue risk. 

You must teach your first aiders to recognize that 
application of a tourniquet to a limb is a very serious 
step—but it may also save a life. 


The dangers are: 

e If the tourniquet is left on too long, the limb may 
be lost. 

e If removed beforé blood volume can be replaced, 
additional bleeding may be fatal. 

e If removed after a long period of application, it 
may increase shock, even though no further bleeding 
occurs. This condition, called “tourniquet shock,” may 
not be correctable even by multiple transfusions. 

You should use tourniquets only to stop severe life- 
threatening hemorrhage—then only when you can’t 
control bleeding by any other means. Actually, they’re 
seldom needed. 

Use a tourniquet only: 

e For crushing wounds or large cuts. 

e Where large arteries are severed. 

e In cases of partial or complete severance of a body 
part. 

What is the new procedure for tourniquet use? 

e Place it close to the wound, not at the wound edge. 
Leave unbroken skin between binding and wound. If 
wound is near a joint, make the wrap at nearest point 
above the joint. 

e Make sure it’s applied tightly enough to stop 
bleeding. Improperly applied, it may increase bleeding, 
hasten death. 

e Once it’s on, leave it there regardless how long its 
been on. Only a physician should remove it. They’re 
prepared to control hemorrhage, replace blood volume 
adequately.

Flash-fire Safe 


QUICK CHANGE from unsafe paint room controls like this . . 


THERE ARE LOTS OF WAYS TO START A FIRE. One of the most 
certain is to spray the atmosphere full of volatile sol- 
vents, give it a good jolt of air and strike a spark. The 
violent holocaust that results is a flash fire. They’re easy 
to start. You have the makings of a first class blaze in 
your spray booths—if you haven’t taken the precaution 
of removing the one factor you can best control in any 
spray operation—the spark. 

It’s not at all hard to control sparking in a conventional 
spray booth. It simply takes explosion proof fixtures, 
switch boxes, circuit breakers, ventilation controls, and 
removal of all sparking tools. A surprising number of 
plants pay little or no attention to the matter. Result— 
fires. 

New methods of spray painting have brought with them 
a new group of hazards that you ought to check: 

e Electrostatic painting of articles—with charged 
particles of opposite polarity to the article—requires: 
automatic controls. They’ve brought additional safety 
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TO THIS explosion-proof installation may save you from fire. 


when properly functioning. Controls are installed to 
break power supply if ventilating system fails, conveyor 
line stops, sparking conditions are created, grounded ob- 
jects come within critical discharge distance of the 
electrode. 

e Heated coating materials bring with them one ad- 
vantage. They reduce overspray. This helps reduce fire 
risk. But it’s counter-balanced by the process of heat- 
ing coating materials. Use of open flames or unprotected 
electrical apparatus is hazardous. You should insist on 
use of electric heaters approved by the Underwriter’s 
Laboratories. 

e High pressure spray painting has these safety ad- 
vantages: 1) elimination of compressed air, 2) less sol- 
vent in spraying, 3) reduction of overspray, requiring 
less maintenance and housekeeping. 4) However, it 
utilizes the heating principal and therefore presents the 
same hazard as painting with any heated coating

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Write Your Foremen A Letter... 


... to get them to do a good housekeeping job 
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THE DULLEST THING YOU CAN 
A PLANT HOUSEKEEPING TALK ABOUT in your plant is 
ARTICLE housekeeping. It’s that way 
in most companies. The subject’s so much with us that 
after a while, when you mention the need of better 
housekeeping, your supervisors figure you’ve had a dull 
week—you’re hitting on the subject because you must 
talk about something. There’s just no getting around it. 
Housekeeping is about as glamorous as a cold potato. 
It’s a lucky safety man who can get a little zip into 
his housekeeping campaign. What makes it so rough 
is that without good housekeeping and the systematic 


habit it encourages in workers, injuries zoom, safety 
records usually go to pot. 

Reynolds Alloys Co.’s Listerhill, Alabama, plant had 
a novel shot-in-the-arm given to its recent housekeep- 
ing campaign. A twelve week program was planned at 
request of the plant manager, placed into effect by 
the training staff. 

To give it emphasis, show how much they really wanted 
a good continuing job of improved housekeeping, D. H. 
Hipp, Reynolds’ vice-president and general manager, 
made the kick-off. He sent out a personal letter to heads 
of all departments. At the top of the letter he attached 
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his series of letters helped do the trick at Reynolds Alloys Company. 
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a small mirror. The mirror was an invitation to each 
supervisor to “put the mirror test” to his department— 
“see ourselves as others see us.” The letter announced: 

e Weekly personal letter-reminders during the 
twelve week campaign period were sent out over the 
plant manager’s signature. He stressed the mutual de- 
sire to see a clean plant, expected a planned, concerted 
program from each department. 

e Each department would receive a special poster 
with the weekly letters for display on the bulletin board. 
Posters were to be changed every Friday—old ones re- 
turned each week for disposition. 
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e A payroll insert on housekeeping or safety would 
be given each worker every payday during the cam- 
paign. 

e News and picture coverage on the program would 
appear in the company’s employee publication. 

Follow-up letters used similar sales gimmicks. Each 
had a catchy title, an object stapled to the top to catch 
the eye. They compelled the reader to examine the let- 
ter thoroughly to find how the object applied to the

GooD PLANT HOUSEKEEPING 

A PLANT HOUSEKEEPING IS A FUNNY THING, it’s hard 

ARTICLE to get going but once un- 

derway it usually snowballs along getting bigger and 

better every day. Departments that are clean and neat, 

get cleaner and neater. It works the same way with an 

entire plant. Once the spirit really hits there’s no stop- 
ping point. 

Colorado Fuel and Iron Company’s Pueblo steel 
plant is an example. For quite some time it held the 
distinction, among people in the steel industry, as being 
one of the cleanest in America. As result of a recent 
clean-up campaign its people believe it may well be- 
come the cleanest in the world. 

A house-warming party in the tube mill prompted 
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A GOOD HOUSEKEEPER, This power sweeper tidied loading 
docks and floors. Gas operated, it settles dust by water sprayed 
from tank. Pueblo uses it daily. 


PAINT WENT on machinery, and equipment in 1,000 gallon 
quantity. Standard safety color codes went to all departments to 
guarantee proper marking 


the drive. Thousands of guests were invited to attend 
“the biggest industrial open house ever held in the 
West.” To roll out the plush carpet, mill hands swept 
corners, painted back doors, even cleaned debris from 
the railroad right-of-way. 

Most obvious improvements: 

e White washing of ore bins. 

e Installation of a chain link security fence. 

e Surfacing of 20 miles of mill road in the 560 acre 
plant with 20,000 gallons of oil, 10,000 tons of chips. 

Thirty painters spread more than 1,000 gallons of 
machinery enamel, and yellow safety paint in the giant 
new mill—the job’s not finished yet. They estimate at 
least six months of work before the job is done. 

Steeple jacks were hired to paint tall smoke stacks 
inside the plant. Like the army, anything that can’t be 
moved was painted. 

But the paint more than just covered the surface. 
It delivered a safety message. A complete safety color 
code was mimeographed, sent out to all department

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heads. They used it as guide in directing paint applica- 
tion. 

Key points of the color code used at Pueblo: 

e Fire protection red in a square on walls behind 
extinguishers; above extinguisher visible throughout 
shop; floor areas in front of extinguishers. 

e Safety green to identify safety equipment such as, 
stretchers, gas rescue and first aid boxes. A safety cross 
is painted on walls above this equipment. 

e Precaution blue on all electrical control of machine 
tools; fuse, machine set-up and switch boxes; emergency 
kick-bar switches; tangle switches; hand-operated crane 
controls. A round blue tag is hung on machines shut 
down for repairs. 

e Alert orange to dentify cutting, shocking or burn- 
ing hazards. It’s painted on inside doors of fuse and 
switch boxes; interior of frequently removed gear 
guards; edges of exposed pulleys, flywheels and gears; 
blade guard or hold-down beam of shear knives, grill 
guards on salamanders

Your serving lines will remain much neater 
if the dirt your workers bring into the cafe- 
teria from the plant and outside areas is trap- 
ped in runners covering the lines.

deterioration. 


Machine and assembly line work stations are the 
places most workers become tired. Here their 
area of movement is limited. Without a com- 
fortable standing surface fatigue is needlessly 
speeded. Mats keep them out of oil and cool- 
ant moisture frequently thrown from machines 
and parts. They’ll keep your workers from 
slipping and falling into moving machinery or 
against sharp edges of conveyor lines. When 
purchasing your mats for these areas it’s a 
good idea to select mats with “nosing”. They 
provide an additional safety factor that pre- 
vents tripping on mat edges.

Your Compensation Law? 


Twelfth of a series 


In law, the turn of a phrase makes a 
big difference. In compensation law, 
the little things said—or unsaid—are 
often the difference between a claim- 
ant’s receiving an award and his 
being denied one. So OH legal editor 
Richard F. Gonda has analyzed the 
various statutes. 


To arrive at a norm he made up a 
basic act. It’s an arbitrarily plotted 
outline of what most compensation 
acts entail. You'll find it in part 1 
(February °52) of this series. Dig it 
up and hang onto it: all state laws 
yet to be discussed will be compared 
with this basic act. As another kind 
of a yardstick, you’ll find the manual 
premium rates for four occupational 
categories—the same four in each 
case—listed for each state. 


If your company is engaged in 
interstate commerce, as most are, 
you'll want to check over all the 
states’ statutes: 

February: Alabama, Arizona, Ar- 
kansas, California. 

Varch: Colorado, Connecticut, Del- 
aware, Florida, Georgia. 

April: Idaho, Hlinois, Indiana, Iowa,

@ Note: Workman’s compensation laws are not by any means ex- 
clusive to the United States. In fact, this type of industrial benefit had 
its beginning in the last century in Germany and England. Today, com- 
pensation laws of one type or another are found in many of the world’s 
industrial nations, 


Each of the provinces in the Dominion of Canada has enacted a 
compensation law, These Canadian laws are not unlike the U. S. com- 
pensation acts and, therefore, similar to the “basic” compensation law 
set out in the first article of this series. Some of the interesting features 
of the laws of the three largest provinces, British Columbia, Ontario, and 
Quebec, are covered in this article

@ Industrial diseases (Canadian for occupational diseases) which 
arise out of the work are covered. Specifically mentioned is silicosis. 


@ The British Columbia act provides for coverage for accidents out- 
side of the province under certain circumstances, Where the acci- 
dent happens to the workman while he is outside the province in a 
job which would entitle him to compensation if he were in British Col- 
umbia. He will be compensated if the chief place of business of his 
employer is in British Columbia and if the worker’s permanent resi- 
dence is in British Columbia. 


e One of the medical provisions of British Columbia law provides 
that replacement and repair of dentures, eye-glasses, and artificial limbs 
will be made if broken as the result of an accidental injury in the course 
of the employment. 


e@ A special provision gives the compensation board the power to take 
any measures they deem necessary—spend up to $75,000 per year—to

aid in getting injured workmen 
back to work, to assist in lessening 
or removing any handicap resulting 
from their injuries. 


ONTARIO... 


. coverage is quite similar to 
that of British Columbia except in 
one major respect. In Ontario all 
public and private industry in the 
province is covered. Excluded are 
outworkers and executives or cor- 
porations, 

e@ Industrial diseases arising from 
the employment are also covered in 
Ontario. 

@ An unusual provision of the 
Ontario act states that where a 
workman was under 21 at the date 
of the accident—the review takes 
place more than six months after 
the accident—the amount of weekly 
payment may be increased to the 
sum he would have received by 
virtue of increased average earnings 
that probably would have been 
forthcoming while the review was 
pending. 

@ If the employee is working for 
two or more employers at the time 
of the accident, his average earnings 
are computed on the basis of what 
he probably would have been earn- 
ing if employed solely in the em- 
ployment on which he was injured. 

@ Like the British Columbia com- 
pensation act, the Ontario board may 
also take whatever steps it deems 
necessary—spend up to $100,000 per 
year—to help workmen back to 
jobs, aid in removing handicaps. 


QUEBEC... 


. coverage applies to certain enu- 
merated industrial pursuits and 
commercial enterprises. Outwork- 
ers, those engaged in casual employ- 
ment or not in the employer’s usual 
course of business are excluded 
from coverage. The act does not 
apply to farming or domestic service. 

@ The only defense available to 
Quebec employers in a claim for 
compensation is that the accident is 
attributable to serious and wilful 
misconduct of the employee. If the 
accident results in death or serious 
disablement, even this is no defense. 

@ Silicosis and twenty other in- 
dustrial diseases and poisonings are 
covered by Quebec law. 

@ No agreement—whether made 
prior to or subsequent to the acci- 
dent—between employer and worker 
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as to compensation for injury is 
valid unless approved by the com- 
mission. The employer is prohibited 
from deducting any amount from 
the worker’s pay to provide for pay- 
ments under the act. 

@ All industries covered by the 
act are divided into two classes. In 
the first class are almost all covered 
employments, In that class the em- 
ployer must contribute to the acci- 
dent fund, but is not liable individu- 
ally to pay the compensation. In 
the other class are employers indi- 
vidually liable to pay the compensa- 


tion. In this class are the following: 
1) the construction or operation of 
railways, 2) machine shops engaged 
in the building of railway cars, 3) 
telephone lines, 4) telegraph lines, 
5) large vessels, 6) railway sleeping 
cars, 7) bridges connecting Quebec 
with any other province or state. 

@ One of the medical provisions 
of the act calls for the employer to 
furnish the injured employee with 
immediate transportation to the hos- 
pital, doctor, or his home. Failing to 
do so, makes the employer liable for 
cost of such transportation. e e

Gradual warming of frostbitten parts 
of the body is out, says the Red Cross 

New method is to rapidly warm 
frostbitten parts of frostbite victims. 

Previously, your first aiders were 


told to gradually thaw the frozen 
part in cool water or in a cool room. 

Now, the thing to do is: 

e Bring the victim into a warm 
room. Give him a warm drink. 

e Handle the exposed part with 
great care to prevent damaging it. 

e Rewarm it as fast as possible, if 
it’s still cold. You can do this by 
placing it momentarily in lukewarm 
but not hot water, or gently wrap- 
ping it in warm blankets. 

e Encourage the victim to exer- 
cise injured toes or fingers. 

e If breathing has stopped, begin 
artificial respiration. Bring the vic- 
tim into a warm room as soon as you 
can. Rewarm him as fast as possible.

Place him in a tub of warm water or 
wrap him in warm blankets. When 
he reacts, give him a hot drink, keep 
him in a warm bed. 

Do not: 

e Rub the injured part. Rubbing 
with snow is especially bad. Rub- 
bing bruises the frozen tissues, may 
result in gangrene. 

e Apply hot water bottles, heat 
lamps or place the frostbitten part 
near a hot stove. Excessive heat may 
increase the damage. 

e Disturb blisters. It leaves the 
injured member open to infection. 

To prevent frostbite, you should in- 
struct your workers to avoid undue 
exposure to cold when exhausted or 
feeling below par. They should: 

e Wear enough clothing, add more 
clothing to a part if it becomes af- 
fected. 

e Exercise 
actively. 

e Frequently exercise the whole 
body a reasonable amount, especi- 
ally toes and fingers. 

e Avoid alcoholic drinks and 
smoking immediately before and 
during exposure. 

It doesn’t pay for you to let down 
your guard on these new first aid 
training measures. Proper applica- 
tion of a tourniquet on one of your 
injured workers mey save his life. 
Defensive measures against frost- 
bite and correct procedures after in- 
jury may keep your plant guards 
and other outdoor workers on the 
job instead of in a hospital. It pays 
to keep up on the latest in first aid 
training. e e

FLOOR MATS 
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Parts can be protected against damage 
by using properly designed mats 
placed in the right places. Many 
companies use them as bumpers 
where parts are lowered from ma- 
chines or hoists. Heavy “stip” mats 
are used for this purpose. They re- 
sist shock, keep parts from breaking, 
floors from being damaged. 


If your plant fabricates parts of 
sheet-steel, mats can be used to pro- 
tect edges and corners from damage.

Worker Leaves 
Post Of Duty 


FOR SEVERAL YEARS PRIOR TO THE AC- 
CIDENT, Stanley Kosteczko had been 
employed by the State Fair Park as 
an operator of an attraction known 
as the “Loop.” On August 16, 1950, 
for a period of about 45 minutes be- 
fore closing time, the “Loop” had no 
customers. Close to the “Loop” was 
another amusement known as the 
“Whip.” During this lull in business 
at his ride, Kosteczko took a seat on 
the “Whip”. While it was carrying 
him and other passengers on a ride, 
Kosteczko fell or was thrown from 
the device. He died. 

Stanley’s mother claimed compen- 
sation for her son’s accidental death. 

Evidence at the hearing showed 
that Kosteczko was required to re- 
main at his ride while the park was 
open. He could only leave if a re- 
lief operator was provided. Kos- 
teczko, however, left his ride with- 
out relief and took a ride on the 
“Whip.” 

The court ruled that Stanley devi- 
ated from the course of his employ- 
ment when he left the ride he was 
hired to operate without being re- 
lieved by another operator. 


Claim disallowed. 


Kosteczko v. Industrial Commis- 
sion: Supreme Court of Wisconsin, 
October 6, 1953. (60 N.W. 2d 355) 


Did Patient Fall Or 
Jump Into Acid Tank? 


SUICIDE OR ACCIDENTAL INJURY? 
That’s what the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court had to determine when Fred 
J. Hild’s widow brought an action 
for death compensation. 

On the day of the alleged acci- 
dent, Hild was seen by a fellow 
worker about noon. Contrary to cus- 
tom, he did not stop and visit. He 
said he was going home because he 
did not feel well. Another employee, 
who was Hffuling acid from the tank 
where Hild’s body was later found, 
testified that at 11:35 the wooden 
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cover and the grate over the opening 
of an underground acid tank were 
in place. Hild was seen waiting for 
a bus about 12 o’clock. Shortly after 
that, however, when the bus driver 
passed that point, he was not there. 
At 12:40 when the tank truck driver 
returned to the tank, the cover was 
off. He looked in, found Hild’s body. 

e Hild was five feet eight inches 
tall, weighed over 180 pounds. The 
opening through which his body had 
to pass was only 23 by 20 inches. 
The only way he could enter through 
so small an opening would be to hold 
his arms close to his body. The court 
said it was common knowledge that 
a person accidentally falling would 
not hold his arms in- that position, 
but would extend them in an effort 
to break the fall or grasp some ob- 
ject. 

e Hild’s background was brought 
into the case. Seven months before 
his death, he had married and moved 
into his wife’s apartment. She paid 
the rent, furnished everything re- 
quired for the home. She had con- 
siderable trouble with him and he 
struck her repeatedly. Before his 
marriage he was, at various times, a 
mental hospital patient. One of the 
doctors considered him _ psychotic 
and dangerous. 

e The court concluded from the 
evidence that Hild took his own life. 
Since death benefits could not be 
awarded to the decedent’s widow 
unless it was shown Hild’s death 
resulted from performing a service 
growing out of or incidental to his 
employment. 


Claim disallowed.

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toxication. Invoking of this penalty, 
however, is not mandatory. 
Employer in the case was a manu- 
facturing company in need of some 
additional steamfitters.

Enroute, Casteel and the driver 
stopped for lunch. They purchased 
a fifth of whiskey, had _ several 
drinks. As they proceeded toward 
their destination, the driver lost con-

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trol of the car. An accident resulted. 
The claimant suffered multiple frac- 
tures, loss of his right ear. 

The employer claimed the 50% 
penalty should be invoked since 
Casteel was obviously intoxicated at 
the time of the accident. 

Evidence showed that Casteel was 
asleep in the rear of the automobile 
when the accident occurred. Be- 
cause of this fact, said the court, he 
obviously could not be guilty of 
proximately causing his injuries in 
the accident, nor could he be 
charged with the negligence of the 
driver. 

Full compensation allowed with- 
out penalty.

pany v. Casteel: Colorado Supreme 
Court, September 21, 1953. 


Time Of Discharge 
Important In Claim 


IT IS TRUE THAT INTOXICATION IS A 
DEFENSE to a compensation claim in 
Georgia. It is equally true that a 
man who is no longer employed can- 
not be in the scope of his employ- 
ment when he meets with death. 
Yet Vic Hudson’s widow obtained 
compensation for her husband’s 
death even though he had been 
drunk and discharged from his job 
before the accident. 

Hudson was employed as one 
of a crew engaged in cutting timber. 
On the morning of his death, he ar- 
rived too drunk to work. His em- 
ployer, Taylor, told him to park the 
saw, get off the job. He said Hud- 
son “could sleep it off, when he got 
sober enough, he could come back 
and pick up his check.” Later in 
the morning, Taylor returned to see 
if his orders were being carried out. 
He found Hudson sleeping under a 
tree. One hour after Hudson was 
killed, Taylor made a further exam- 
ination, found Hudson had cut two 
trees with the power saw after being 
laid off the job. 

Evidence showed the second tree 
fell in the opposite direction from 
that intended. It crushed Hudson. 
It would not have crushed him had 
he remained by the saw. Footprints 
in the earth, wet from the morning 
rain, indicated that Hudson had run 
from the place where his saw was 
found. He was lying in a prone posi- 
tion with one arm extended toward 
a hollow stump containing a parti- 
ally consumed bottle of moonshine. 

e Further evidence showed Tay- 
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lor did not tell Hudson to leave the 
premises when he fired him. He had 
had previous trouble with Hudson 
because of drunkenness. In the past 
he had always told him to “sleep it 
off.” If Taylor actually did fire 
Hudson this time, neither the mill 
foreman nor anyone else was in- 
formed of the fact. After Hudson’s 
death, the employer paid for the 
funeral expenses. He gave the wi- 
dow $1000 in an attempt to settle the 
case. 

e In view of this evidence, the 
court found: 1) that it was not 
proved that Hudson’s death was 
proximately caused by his intoxica- 
tion, 2) there was doubt whether 
the decedent was actually discharged 
from his job before death. Timber 
cutters, said the court, can be killed 
by falling trees without intervention 
of intoxicants. Further, while an 
employer has an inalienable right to 
discharge an employee, with or with- 
out reason, evidence that such a 
discharge was made immediately 
prior to an accident which would 
otherwise be compensable, must be 
scanned with care. 

Claim allowed.

Will Stooping Or Bending 
Bring On Cerebral Attack? 


WHAT CAUSED Mrs. COWART’S DEATH 
was not in dispute. Admittedly she 
was performing her duties when 
taken ill. But did her injury arise 
out of the course of her employ- 
ment? 

Mrs. Cowart was a tung nut gath- 
erer. She had been doing this type 
of work for four seasons. During 
that time neither she nor any of 
the other employees suffered any in- 
jury. Although the employees had 
to work only the number of hours 
they desired, work ordinarily began 
at 7 A.M., continued until noon; re- 
sumed at one, continued until 4 
P.M. It was piece work, so the em- 
ployees stooped over to gather the 
nuts rather than getting down on 
their knees. In this position they 
could gather greater quantities. At 
no time, however, were their baskets 
more than half full when carried 
from tree to tree. 

e On the day in question, Mrs. 
Cowart had begun work at seven, 
worked until noon, resumed work 
at one. At about two, while stoop- 
ing over to pick up the nuts, she 
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called a co-worker, complained she 
was turning blind. She was taken 
to the hospital and died just a few 
hours later. The surgeon’s report 
disclosed the patient arrived at the 
hospital in a comatose condition, 
had suffered a “massive cerebrovas- 
cular accident.” 

Evidence showed that two years 
prior to her death, Mrs. Cowart’s 
blood pressure had been 220/100. 
Three months prior to her death it 
had been 169/90. One medical ex- 
pert testified that “stooping, lifting 
or strenuous work causes a rush of 
blood to the head”: He said, where 
a patient “has high blood pressure, 


there would be the danger of rup- 
turing a blood vessel in the brain.” 
Another doctor, testifying for the 
employer, stated with a history of 
high blood pressure she could have 
suffered a cerebral hemorrhage 
“while walking down the street,” al- 
though he admitted stooping in- 
creased the blood pressure. It was 
also conceded that Mrs. Cowart’s 
lunch of an apple and a dry sweet 
potato could have brought on the 
attack. 

e Even assuming that Mrs. Cow- 
art should not have eaten this lunch,

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and that eating may have contribut- 
ed to the accident, that fact would 
not justify denial of the claim, said 
the court. There was not sufficient 
conflict in the testimony of the two 
physicians. It appeared to the court 
that stooping or bending contrib- 
uted to or aggravated the high blood 
pressure so as to precipitate the ac- 
cident. 


e Nor was the employer’s claim 
the work was not strenuous valid, 
said the court. Although the baskets

were not too heavy, nor would the 
gathering of the tung nuts have re- 
quired any exertion if they had been 
picked up from a level approxi- 
mately waist high, the actual method 
used in gathering the nuts consisted 
of stooping and bending. 


Claim allowed. 
Cowart v. Pearl River Tung Com-

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Will Curiosity 


Kill The Claim? 


CURIOSITY NOT ONLY KILLED THE CAT, 
but it also injured Mrs. Robertson. 

Employed as a cleaning woman for 
several years, Mrs. Robertson 
cleaned the second floor offices of 
her employer’s plant from 4:30 P.M. 
to 11 P.M. She was permitted time 
out for lunch, ate whenever she 
wished, took as much time as she 
desired. 

She kept her cleaning equipment 
in a broom closet for about a year 
after she began the job. When some 
of the office staff began to com- 
plain about the damp smell, Mrs. 
Robertson, thinking the cleaning 
mops might be causing it, started to 
store her equipment on the roof of 
the premises. It could be reached 
through a door in the office area. 

About 7 P.M. on the day of the 
accident, Mrs. Robertson took time 
out for lunch. As was her custom in 
the summer months, she went out 
on the roof to eat. This practice 
was without the approval or dis- 
approval of her employer, and, ‘as 
far as could be determined from the 
testimony, without his knowledge. 

e A few days earlier, a propane 
fire occurred in Port Newark. Mrs. 
Robertson, wishing to see if smoke 
was still coming from the area of 
the fire, left the first section of the 
roof, climbed a ladder to the higher 
second section. While on the second 
section, she decided to go to the 
next higher elevation. Walking to- 
ward a ladder to reach this third 
section of the roof, Mrs. Robertson 
walked on to a glass section of the 
roof. The glass gave way. She fell 
about 30 feet to the floor below. 

e The claimant candidly admitted 
curiosity was her only motive in 
wanting to see if the fire was still 
smoking. 

e The court held Mrs. Robertson 
was not performing an act incidental 
to her employment when she was 
injured. A fire, they said, is an 
event that will and does stimulate 
curiosity. The curiosity occurs 
wherever one is and regardless of 
what he is doing. The fact that one 
is at work when the stimulus occurs 
does not, per se, make the curiosity, 
or the satisfaction of it, an act rea- 
sonably incidental to the employ- 
ment. To hold otherwise would be 
tantamount to making every act 
that occurred during working hours 
on the employer’s premises an act 
that “arises out of and in the course 
of the employment.” 

e Concluded the court, “if Mrs. 
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Robertson’s act of satisfying her 
curiosity is within the scope of her 
employment, we would be taxed to 
imagine an act that was without the 
scope of employment.” 
Claim disallowed. 
Robertson v. Express Container 
Corporation: Superior Court of New 
Jersey, Appellate Division, June 12, 
1953. (97 A2d 693) 


Type Of Employer’s Work 
Governs In New Mexico 


Is IT THE EMPLOYER’S BUSINESS or the 
employee’s duties which  deter- 
mines whether an injury is covered 
by the compensation laws? Here’s 
how the Supreme Court of New 
Mexico decided the question for that 
state. 

Williams, a carpenter, injured his 
foot in the course of his employment. 
The general occupation of his em- 
ployer, Cooper, was that of rancher. 
Cooper was also owner and oper- 
ator of the “Geronimo Hut,” a dance 
hall in Monument, New Mexico. 

The dance hall business was pretty 
good and Cooper hired Williams and 
others to build an addition to the 
Hut. The construction was exten- 
sive enough to require about six 
weeks for completion. It could not 


be said to have been casual work. It 
was shown that Williams’ sole work 
dealt with construction of the addi- 
tion. At no time did he perform any 
duties in connection with the ranch- 
ing operations or running the dance 
hall. 

New Mexico is one of the states 
which cover only enumerated “ex- 
tra-hazardous” employments. Neith- 
er ranching nor dance hall operation 
is listed as extra-hazardous. Car- 
pentry is, however. 

Williams said that as a carpenter 
he was covered. He claimed com- 
pensation for the injury. Cooper 
said it was not what Williams’ 
duties were, but what Cooper’s oc- 
cupations were which determined. 
The court agreed with Cooper. 

It is not the nature of the partic- 
ular work in which the employee 
was engaged at the time of his in- 
jury, but rather the character of his 
employer’s occupation which con- 
trolled. Since neither ranching nor 
dance hall operation was on the list 
of covered occupations, no matter 
what kind of work Williams was 
doing for Cooper when injured, he 
could not recover compensation. 

Claim denied.

MAKE YOUR PAINT SHOP

e Steam spraying—use of super 
heated steam instead of compressed 
air—is mostly experimental at this 
time. Its safety considerations in- 
clude proper location of boilers and 
superheaters away from spray booth, 
provision of protective clothing to 
prevent hot steam hose from con- 
tacting operators. Steam piping 
should be grounded, all connecting 
pipes insulated. 

e Use of catalysts to speed drying 
obviously shortens drying time. This 
lessens hazard by bringing smaller 
and fewer drying ovens, shorter time 
after spraying when newly painted 
stock may give off flammable va- 
pors. Use of various paint formula- 
tions may, however, introduce spon- 
taneous heating of residues. Hazards 
from this cause must be watched. 

Regardless of the system of spray 
painting used in your plant you'll 
want to follow national electrical 
code standards to be sure your in- 
stallation is adequate. 

These are the areas to watch: 

e Interior of spray booths and ex- 
haust ducts. 

e All space within 20 feet hori- 
zontally in any direction from spray- 
ing operations more extensive than 
touch-up spraying. 


e Within 20 feet horizontally in 
any direction from dip tanks or their 
drain boards and from a spray 
booth’s open sides. 


YOU'RE ONLY HALF SAFE unless 
you equip work areas close to spray 
booths with explosion proof electrical 
equipment. This kind of spray room in- 
stallation will do the trick. 


e All other spaces where hazard- 
ous flammable vapor concentrations 
are likely to occur. 

e@ Your own inspection will tell you if 
you’re adequately protected. If in 
doubt, get technical help. Your 
municipal inspector, insurance com- 
pany’s rating group or your state 
labor board will be glad to give you 
a hand with your inspection. Some- 
times these opinions may be de- 
mands—if violations of safe require- 
ments aren’t met. 


Whether you should consider the 
20-foot-from-the-source gauge as 
a guide may be altered by your 
own judgement or that of your en- 
forcing agency. 

One thing you should remember. 
Rooms adjacent to finishing opera- 
tions, store rooms or areas where 
flammable volatiles are handled may 
also be hazardous unless protected 
by explosion-proof electrical equip- 
ment. 


Here are some general safety precau- 
tions for spray booths listed in the 
NFPA standards for spray finishing 
with flammable materials: 

e Eliminate sources of ignition. 
To be really effective electrical fix- 
tures must be explosion proof, capa- 
ble of withstanding an explosion of 
vapor or gas and preventing ignition 
of the vapor or gas by sparks. Ex- 
perience has shown that if open 
flames and spark-producing equip- 
ment are kept out of spray booths 
and exhaust ducts, fire hazards are 
almost eliminated. 

e Control ventilation to keep at- 
mosphere below lowest explosive 
limits of flammable products used. 

Other precautions to eliminate spray 
booth fire hazards: 


e Illuminate spray booths through 
glass panels sealed to prevent es- 
cape.of vapors into area occupied by

Protect lighting 
fixtures from mechanical injury. 

e Install electric motors and 
switches outside of the booth. 

e Forbid use of portable electric 
lights in any spraying area during 
spraying operations. 

e Do not install lights where over- 
spray can deposit on them. Globes 
may become sufficiently heated to 
ignite the deposits. 

e Keep ducts and booths clear of 
paint spray residues. They cause al- 
most half of the fires involving spray 
painting establishments when they 
ignite spontaneously. You should 
institute a perpetual system of plant 
maintenance to control this fire 
source. 

e Use only non-sparking fan 
blades and clean booths with non- 
sparking tools. 

e Equip all finishing rooms and 
booths with automatic sprinkling 
equipment maintained in good con- 
dition. 

e Control the repair of booth and 
exhaust equipment to prevent such 
dangerous practices as cutting into 
heavily coated exhaust ducts or 
welding near open containers of 
thinner and paint. 

Many of these points may seem 
quite obvious to you. You might 
have checked them last month. But 
how do you stand today? Has your 
maintenance department or an out- 
side contractor modified your instal- 
lations since you last had a look- 
see? It’s happened in more than one 
plant. If you have a spray booth 
there’s one thing you can be certain 
of—you know exactly where a big 
potential hazard is. e e

that housekeeping and safety are of 
genuine concern to top management 
Hipp asked, in one of his letters, 
that safety and fire wardens of each 
department accompany the inspec- 
tion group. 

If you've had trouble stimulating ef- 
fort in better housekeeping, you 
might be wise to put on a campaign 
like Reynolds’. It’s simple, effective, 
will work in a plant of any size. It’ll 
mean lots of foot-work for you or 
your assistants when going the in- 
spection rounds.

e High visibility yellow to point 
out strike-against hazards. Painted 
on tote trucks, buggies, cranes, fork 
tractors, ingot cars and floor sweep- 
ers. Used as band on top and bottom 
stairway risers. 
e Alternate stripes of yellow and 
black to identify crane hooks and 


blocks; bottoms of cranes and cabs; 
changes in floor elevation; open pits; 
edges of loading platforms; low head 
room; door frame and building corn- 
ers, guards and dado at aisle junc- 
tions; dead-ends, railings and other 
objects that may be struck by over- 
head cranes unless high-lighted. 

e Traffic white for floor lines 
throughout the plant, to show floor 
areas under waste cans. Painted in 
corners of stairways and mill areas 
to promote good housekeeping. Traf- 
fic yellow is used instead of white 
as floor line marks on dark floors. 

e Traffic gray as finish for waste 
cans and trash barrels. A gray star 
is used on walls above containers to 
show location. 

You may not be faced with a clean-up 
area nearly as great as Pueblo’s but 
it’s probably even more important 
to have good housekeeping in 
smaller plants. Disorder makes a 
much greater impact when concen- 
trated in a small zone. When you 
consider the attitude of working-in- 
a-good-place that’s created in minds 
of workers—plus the lowered acci- 
dent rate that it usually brings—you 
can’t help realizing the management 
at Pueblo knows what it is doing 
when it spends its money on house- 
keeping. 

You may find a paint-up, clean- 
up, tear-down-the-old-fence cam- 
paign will pay the same dividends 
at your plant.

sure in the building, makes air and 
dust seep out instead of in. Incom- 
ing air is filtered as it enters. 

e Exhaust air is washed in two 
wet-type dust collectors before re- 
lease to the outside. This keeps air 
surrounding the plant clean. Waste 
material from the collectors moves 
through closed channels to an un- 
derground sludge or settling tank 
outside the plant. 

e Even the oven is balanced with 
an exhaust system operated by fans. 
This absorbs expansion of air vol- 
ume generated in the baking pro- 
cess, prevents entry of dirt and 
steam into the building. 

Fixtures in the employees wash rooms, 
locker rooms and lunch rooms are of 
the most modern type: 


LOCKERS are air conditioned. Arrow 
shows air ducts. This eliminates dust 
and odors. 


e Toilet bowls and metal dividing 
partitions are wall-mounted. This 
simplifies washing and vacuum 
cleaning, cuts maintenance costs.

Club are these men whose lives have 
been saved by their hard hats: 





e Charles Wendlandt, Lehigh Port- 
land Cement Company, Florida, 
emerged from the kiln where he was 
working. 15 feet away another em- 
ployee was cutting brick with a 
masonry saw. The carborundum disc 
on the saw shattered. A piece struck 
Wendlandt’s hard hat with such 
force that it deflected 25 feet across 
the kiln and lodged in the opposite 
wall. Wendlandt was uninjured. 


e Fayette H. Meehling, drill oper- 
ator of the Kennecott Copper Cor- 
poration, was bailing out a drill 
hole when a boiler sheave wheel 
shattered, striking the top of the 
bailer. As Meehling raised the bailer 
over the side of the drill, the sheave 
came down trapping him between 
the jackbox and the bailer. Because 
of his hard hat, his injuries were a 
cut on the left side of the head and 
a stiff meck. The accident might 
have been fatal. 


e George M. Brent was working 
for the Quaker Valley Construction 
Company, Vicksburg, Mississippi, 
when he was struck by a 2 x 2 scaf- 
fold board, 8 feet long. The board 
fell from 20 feet above. It struck 
his hard hat, knocking him to his 
knees. His hat deflected the blow. 
He was not injured. 

e Richard T. Kruse of the U. S. 
Forest Service, was preparing to fell 
a large snag while fighting a forest 
fire. An overhead limb, weighing 
approximately 55 lbs., struck Kruse 
on the head and shoulders. He sus- 
tained a large bruise on the back of 
his head, a broken left shoulder 
blade, and suffered from shock. He 
spent 8 days in the hospital. He 
believed his hard hat saved his life. 


e William E. J. Pinson, on a con- 
struction job in Kemano, B. C., was 
walking past the pouring end of a 
pumpcrete pipe. At that moment a 
40 pound cleaning babbit blew out, 
struck his hat, His hard hat was 
smashed. His only injuries were an 
eye cut, abrasions on hands and face 


e Floyd C. Stephey was setting a 
pole for South Penn Power Com- 
pany, Fulton County, Pennsylvania. 
A pike came out of the pole and a 
spur on the end of the pike struck 
him on the side of the head. His hard 
hat was punctured. He was not hurt.

water and light, Lansing, Michigan, was standing close 
to a large diesel-powered coal crane. While the crane 
was turning he was struck on the side of the head by 
the crane base. The blow knocked him down and 
against the wall of an adjacent building. His hard hat
